BEAUTY AND THE BEACH

It is early morning in the fall of 1963. The students are all back in school, but the 
weather is hot and the sun still bright. The beach is your destination. 


Of course the beach isn’t empty, but it isn’t crowded, either. The ocean has its sparkle 
as usual. A walk along the sand is really just a browse to look at the girls. 


Something catches your eye. You move closer, but not to be conspicuous, keep a bit 
of distance. What a beauty she is, like nothing you expected. What a shape, perfect 
contour from top to bottom. That front, so shapely, curving out and back, forming an 
excitement within you. The behind, with such graceful curves and just the right size to 
make her the most perfect package you've seen yet on the beach. 


You move closer now. She looks better as you get within an arm's length. Your eyes 
take it all in at once. With a sigh you speak. 

"Ranchero. She sure is a beauty," you say to the person standing next to the tailgate. 

“I thought so too," he says, "That's why | bought her." 

You look over this surfboard hauler from the powerful 260 V-8 to its bucket seated 
interior. 

"How did Ford do it?" you think to yourself. The Falcon was always a good looking 
car, but this restyle and optional V-8 power was changing its image. This new ‘64 has an 


agressive look to it. You look it over thoroughly now. Would 1964 be your year to go 
Ranchero-ing?

1964 was a good year at Ford. The full size Ford line of Customs and Galaxies were on 
their last year of a platform that dated back to 1957. You would never guess this by the 
total restyle given Ford. Could it be possible to improve on the beautiful ‘63 Galaxie? It 
certainly was. 


Fairlane had its restyle, but it only happened from the middle back. A grill update tied 
Fairlane’s good looks to its big brother Galaxie. 


Thunderbird was the most distinctive offering at model year introduction. A squared 
look was a complete departure from the rounded jet-like appearance of the ‘61 - '63, but 
it still looked all thunderbird. The squared lines would be the inspiration for all ‘65 Ford 
styling. 


April 17, 1964, is a day to be long remembered in North American auto history. It was 
the day Mustang was introduced. A short deck, long front, Thunderbird roofline, and the 
tried and true Falcon platform made Mustang the dream car people still dream of. 


Falcon was on its first major styling change. New rooflines and body styles had been 
introduced through late ‘62 and ‘63 production. Each move with Falcon was a right move. 
Sheet metal was now four years old and overdue for a change by standards of the ‘60's. 
A more angular appearance was in line with Ford’s look for the mid sixties. This was to 
be Falcon at its best. 


Ranchero was all Falcon. The restyle looked best on the pickup car. (Did you expect 
me to say different?) The longer quarter panel carried the side contour lines better. A 
forward appearance was formed with front fender points and grill shape. The grill shape 
is difficult to explain. Just look at the picture, | think they are still worth a thousand 
words. Ranchero's hood was flat now, with a deep front to back scallop and a raised 
center ridge. Once again, the Falcon Ranchero side feature lines had a look of the 
current Thunderbird. Of course, this is a visual impression giving a family resemblance 
that would be evident a year later when all the ‘65 models made it to the showroom. 


Rear styling of Ranchero was dramatic, not shared with the Falcon passenger car, but 
looking more like it than previous years. Tail lamps were round, but now canted inward 
at the top. These assemblies are shared only between Ranchero, Sedan Delivery, and 
Falcon station wagons. The well sculptured tailgate still used the "Ranchero Emblem" 
to fill in the tailgate's window control hole. The raised contour line that ran even with the

tail lamp centers, had “Ford” lettered just above it. Early factory photos до not show any 
lettering, and this may also differ on early and late production ‘64’s. 


All new from bumper to bumper was actually only from the belt line down and skin 
deep. Almost all mechanical parts were from the fabulous 19631 Rancheros, and a 
change for the sake of change was unnecessary. 


As identical as the cargo bed appears to the 1963, it is not. A logical check is to look 
at Ford Motor Company specifications for the two. 1963 was six-foot-long, four and a 
half-foot-wide, and fifteen and a half-inch-deep for a total of thirty one and a half-cubic- 
feet of usable load space. 1964 was six-foot-long, four and a half-foot-wide, and fourteen 
and a half-inch-deep for a total of thirty-cubic-feet of load space. Something is obviously 
different. 


Ranchero interiors were updated using new Falcon door panel trim. The tan western- 
motif cloth was the standard interior for model 66A. A black two-spoke steering wheel 
was all new. The horn button was centered. Model 66B Deluxe Rancheros used pleated 
vinyl interiors like Falcon sedans and wagons with upgraded door panels and instrument 
panel facings. Model 66H was a Deluxe Ranchero with optional bucket seats. These 
bucket seats had firmer round corner design for more support and comfort. Futura 
instrument panel trim was included with this interior. All interior Knobs had the bright 
centers with the optional interior trim instead of solid black knobs as with the model 
66A. The 66А also had a black mat on the floor instead of color keyed carpet like the 668 
and 66H Rancheros. All models used a white vinyl headliner. All dial and instrument 
faces were black with white lettering. Indicator arrows were red-orange. Piping on 
optional interior seating surfaces was silver with black or red interiors. 


There were many maintenance improvements since, 1960. The 1964 had 6,000 mile 
routine maintainance intervals over the first 36,000 miles, '/« of those required for the 
1960 Falcon Ranchero. The use of better materials and improved designs were reasons 








for less maintainance. The first major chassis lubrication for the 1964 Falcon Ranchero 
was at 36,000 miles. Coolant, fuel filter, and air cleaner life were extended to 36,000 
miles of normal driving also. 


Life-of-the-car transmission and rear axle lubricant was for both automatic and 
standard transmissions. Auto Lite 18-MM, self-cleaning spark pugs were used. Even 
wiper blades had been improved to last 50% longer than in 1960. 


Ranchero's extended life electrical system now included headlamps. The original 
lamp should have a Ford script on its center lens glass. 


To increase the life of Ranchero's new body was the process of Zinclad coatings to 
main underbody structural members. A heavy coating of metallic zinc was applied to the 
front side rails, rocker panels, and rear side rails. Zinc-rich primer was applied to the 
lower interior surfaces of various body panels, doors, fenders, and to the splash areas of 
the wheelhousings. For additional protection, a zinc-phosphate corrosion inhibitor was 
sprayed over all lower body surfaces, both inside and out. 


Ап increase in body insulation, sound deadening materials, plus better joint sealers 
created a more comfortable environment in Ranchero than previous Falcon models. The 
windshield of Ranchero was made of laminated plate safety glass. Rear cab back lite 
was solid, tempered safety glass. Side door glass and vent window panes were solid, 
tempered safety glass also. 


The Ranchero front seat was of Ford Posture-Perfect Design. Seat frame members 
were of box-section and channel design welded together. Specially formed profile seat- 
frame springs and sturdy Z-springs provided even support at thigh and back. Springs 
were formed from quality spring wire with built-in variable resistance. This provided 
support over the entire seat back. A heavy бипар material with interwoven steel wires 
laid over the springs to pad and protect the seat material. Cushioning consisted of a 
layer of cotton padding and one and a quarter inches of foam. 


Ranchero's front seat/or seats solidly attached to sturdy roller-bearing seat tracks 
with nylon slides and built-in assist springs. A seat-release latch was located at the front 
of the seat. An increase in seat travel was one inch over 1963. 


seat belt anchors are built into all 1964 Ford passenger cars, Rancheros, and Sedan 
Deliveries. Four heavy-gauge plates are solidly attached to the floor behind the front seat 
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to provide secure attachment points for seat belts. All club vehicles should have seat 
belts that are used. They could save the club a valuable member. 


A change in interior dimensions gave more clearance between the steering wheel and 
front seats. Ranchero had a more comfortable interior. To make your Ranchero even 
more comfortable, Ford offered a long list of options. All applicable Falcon options are 
Ranchero options as well. They are: 


Air conditioning (not available with 4-speed); automatic transmission quadrant display 
light kit; axle ratio options; back-up lamp kit; heavy-duty battery option for both six and 
eight cylinder models; power brakes; cigarette lighter; dash-top mounted electric clock; 
compass; courtesy light groups (includes front door switches for interior lights, ash tray 
light, glove box light, map light, and back-up lights); clear plastic seat covers, bench seat 
only; ventilated seat cushion; rear mud and stone deflector; door edge guards; door 
storage compartment kit; fire extinguisher; clear or color floor mats; license plate 
frames; locking gas cap; heavy-duty generator and regulator; tinted glass - а! around; 
tinted glass - windshield only; fresh air heater delete option; Lake Pipes; engine 
compartment light; a 12-volt map light connecting to the lighter; litter basket; glove box 
lock; rocker panel molding; padded instrument panel; padded visors; transistorized AM- 
push button radio, antenna included; Two-way radio; seat belts; outboard front seat belt 
retractors; spotlight and bracket with integral rear view mirror (same for right or left

cyl., 6000 or 8000 RPM); tire options; tissue dispenser; tool kit; two-tone paint (roof only); 
wheel covers, full deluxe or simulated wire with knock-off hubs; windshield washer kit 
for single speed wipers; windshield washer with 2-speed wipers, foot operated washer. 


Convenience and ornamentation package included: front door operated dome light 
switches, deluxe steering wheel, cigarette lighter, color-keyed front floor mats, hood 
ornamentation, and applicable minor items. Several mirrors were optional. They are 
illustrated in this issue with the help of the '64 Ranchero owner's manual. Deluxe trim 
packages on Ranchero included bright metal moldings on door window frames plus 
bright metal moldings around top of the cargo box and cab back. This also included 
black or red steering wheel with a horn ring, cigarette lights, dome light door switches, 
and black or red pleated vinyl upholstery. A body side molding package was available. 
This resembled the Futura's. 

Tires for Ranchero were: 6.50 х 13 6PR on 13 x 4¥2J safety-type wheels (6-су!.), 7.00 x 
13 4PR on 13 x 1412] safety-type wheels (V-8 only). Optional tires were: 6.50 x 13 6PR 
white side walls and 7.00 x 13 4PR white side walls. 





Ford's Total Performance image carried into the Ranchero as well as keeping its 
famous economy reputation. Standard engine was the 144 cubic inch six with 85hp and a 
1-venturi carburetor. The optional six was the 170 cubic inch with 101hp and a 1-venturi 
carburetor. This six was owner proven to be durable and economical. The 200 six 
became optional after model introduction. This engine produced 116hp and also used a 
single venturi carburetor with a manual choke. The V-8 option was the 260 cubic inch 
with 164hp and a 2-venturi carburetor. Patent plates can only prove other engine options. 


Rear axle ratios were 3.10 and 3.50 for the 3-speed manual transmission with the 144 
six. The 170 six had 3.20 standard and 3.50 optional with the 3-speed; 3.50 with the 4- 
speed manual transmission; and Fordomatic 3.20 and 3.50 optioned. The 200 six teamed 
only to the Fordomatic with either the 3.20 or 3.50 axle ratio. The 260 V-8 had only the 
3.25 ratio regardless of any of the three transmissions optioned. These axle ratios are 
from the Falcon passenger car brochure. Ranchero lists a 4.00 ratio for the 144 cubic 
inch six, but no specifics as to which transmission option. 


Rancheros had the 24,000-mile warranty (or 24 months). The Falcon and Ranchero 
owner's manual details the warranty. 


Exterior colors and their codes are: Raven Black, A; Rangoon Red, J; Guardsman 
Blue, F; Skylight Blue, Y; Silversmoke Gray, K; Dynasty Green, D; Vintage Burgandy, X; 
Chantilly Beige, Z; and Wimbledon White, M. Two-tone combinations are: Guardsman 
Blue with Skylight Blue; Skylight Blue with Guardsman Blue; or Wimbledon White with 
any color on the lower body. 


Styling is a matter of opinion. The increasing number of 1964 Rancheros in the club 
indicate many enthusiasts share the opinion the '64 was a most handsome vehicle. 


Production totaled 17,316 for 1964. This breaks down to 9,916 model 66A Standard 


Rancheros, 7,165 model 66B Deluxe Rancheros, and 235 model 66H Deluxe Rancheros 
with bucket seats.
